STUDENT COUNCIL

I salute you, the Class of 1971! 

You, the members of this Graduating Class, are to be es- 
pecially commended for your cooperation and dedication 
to all those good principles of life which obviously moti- 
vated each to realize eligibility for high school diploma cer- 
tification.
